NUON DISPATCHES. 


A Destructive Fire. 


Boston, July 13th.—There wasa 
great flood on Saturday night and 
Sunday in the western part of Mas- 
sachusetts, caused by the rapid rise 
of the Westfield river. 

A dispateh from Chester says that 
the Railroad Arch bridge, Highway 
bridge and two dwellings at Middle- 
field Switch Station, are gone. At 
Chester, West’s dam and Shadd 
mill, four highway bridges, B. : 
Palmer’s barne and Samuel Otis’ 
shop, areswept away ; besides two 
railroad bridges being partly des- 
troyed. The dam of Hampton, 
Emory county, at Chester, is also 
carried away, and a large amount of 
emry with it. Every one of six or 
seven a of Boston and Albany 
Railroad, between Middleford and 
Huntington, is either wholly or par- 
tially destroyed. The embankment 
of the railroad is also-washed out in 
many places, and there is a very 
serious break between Bracket and 
Washington. The railroad travel 
between Springfield and Albany 
will be interrupted for several days. 


The Fire at Weehawken—The Ine 
dians on the War Path. 


NEW YorK, July 13.—The fire at 
the oil tanks, Weehawken, was ex- 
tinguished at 7 o’clock yesterday 
morning, when two hundred men 
were immediately put to work laying 
the tracks and building a temporary 
dock for the shipment of oil. Tt is 
expected that they will be able to run 
trains to the dock by Wednesday. 
Estimated total that the loss will 
a million dollars, 


St. Louts, July 13.—A gentleman 
just from Fort Sill, says that the In- 
dian Chiefs Santiana, Big Tree and 
Lone Wolf ‘are in collusion against 
the whites, and serious trouble may 
be expected.

The General Crops in Kentucky. 


LouIsvILLE, July 12.—The Courier- 
Journal publishes the crop report 
fromall parts of the State. For the 

mast three months in Southern and 

Vestern Kentucky not enough rain 
has fallen at any one time to lay the 
dust and the crops are almost entire- 
ly destroyed and even with abun- 
dance of rain henceforth they cannot 
be saved, OF tobacco there will be 
seareely any crop. Corn and oats 
are very small, but the wheat crop is 
better than it has been for many 
years, Much destitution is already 
reported, and the Governor has been 
petitioned toconvene the Legislature 
for the purpose of devising some 
means of relief. Rains have fallen 
in Eastern and Central Kentucky 
during the last two days, but too late 
to afford much relief. In the mean- 
time distinet actual starvation cases 
are reported,

Aflairs in France. 


New York, July 13.—A Jlerald 
special from London says the Figaro 
was suspended by the government 
for qmwoting from President Macma- 
hon’s message the declaration that 
he would retain power conferred up- 
on him, and then apostracising the 
Assembly as fellows: *“‘By your or- 
ders the Marshal became supreme 
head of State. The army knows only 
him, follows but him, obeys him. 
The army having a horror of a fac- 
tious Parliament will defend a com- 
mander to whom you entrusted the 
power. If any party faction seeks to 


overthrow your irrevocable decree, 


the army must enforce the decision 
of the Assembly.”’ 

The committed appointed by 
Beecher to investigate th. charge 
against him are progressing in the 
examination, and will probably 
make known the result of their de- 
liberations in a few days.

Ruffin, where 
he had been a guest at the time of his 
sudden deinise.

He took an active part in politics, 
and was elected to many positions of 
trust. He was for several years 2 
member of tie North Carolina House 
of Commons from Burke county, and 
in 1850 was elected to the State Sen- 
ate. In 1848 he was on the electoral 
ticket which cast the vote of the State 
for Taylor and Fillmore. He wasa 
Henry Clay Whig of the most en- 
thusiastic stripe. 

In 1865 he was appointed aid to 
Provisional Governor Holden, and 
the same year was elected a delegate 
from Burke to the first State Conven- 
tion which was called after the war. 
In 1867 he was nominated by the Re- 
publican party for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, to which office he was elected. 
He was inaugurated on the Ist of 
July, 1868, and as presiding officer of 
the Senate discharged his duties in 
such a manner as tosecure the enco- 
miumsof the members of both politi- 
cal parties. On the deposition of Gov. 
Holden by the Legislature in Decem- 
ber, .870, Governor Caldwell sueceed- 
ed to the executive chair. In April, 
1872, he was nominated on the first 
baliot as the Republican candidate 
for Governor, and was elected by a 
majority of 2,000, 

As a criminal lawyer, Governor 
Caldwell stood at the head of his pro- 
fession in the circuit where he prac- 
ticed, and in all the mutations of par- 
ties never failed of an election before 
the people when he was a candidate. 
His family reside in Burke county, 
ut his home, in the same house where 
Governor Caldwell was born. 

Gov. Caldwell leaves a widow and 
three married daughters. Mrs. Cald- 
well’s maiden uame was Minerva 
Kane. She was raised in Hillsboro, 
The Governor was sent by his father 
to school to Bingham in Hillsboro, 
and he there became acquainted with

THE MURDER oF Dempsey P, 
Hicas, A FoRMER RALEIGHITE, IN 
SouTH CAROLINA.—We gave Sun- 
day morning a brief notice of the 
murder of Mr. Dempsey P. Higgs, 
recently a citizen of this place and a 
native of Halifax county. The par- 
ticulars of the aflair, as near as we 
have been enabled to glean them, are 
as follows: 

Some three months since Mr. Ja- 
cob Higgs and his brother Dempsey, 
the latter a young man some 23 years 
of age, moved to Mullen’s Depot, 8. 
C., on the line of the W. A. & A. R. 
R., and there opened a store. On 
Wednesday last, the Sth inst., an ex- 
cursion Wain over the road came to 
Mullen’s, and among the parties who 
came upon it Was a young man nam- 
ed Reamer, a telegraph operator at 
Marion, some 8 miles distant. About 
10 o'clock at night young Higgs and 
two other gentlemen named Fulton 
and McDaniel, asked an old negro 
man belonging at the place, and who 
Was paitially crazy, to sing them a 
The old darkey went upon 
the railroad track and commenced 
his song, when Reamer, accompan- 
ied by «a Mr. Gilchrist, clerk 
ut Mu'len’s, came over to Higg’s 
store where the three young men 
Were stunding, and Gilchirst re- 
marked that whoever sent the hegro 
out there “was a d—d seoundrel.” 
Upon being asked by Fulton and 
MeDaniel if he meant them, he re- 
plied he did not, but repeated his of- 
fensive remark when asked by 
young Higgs if he meant him. Higgs 
then went to Gilchirst and a fight 
ensued, when Reamer approached 
und struck Higgs over the head with 
some heavy instrument thought to 
have been the butt end of a pistol 


which caused Higgs to loose his hold 


upon Gilchrist, when the latter seized 
astave and struck Higgs over the 
head with itseveral times. Higgs then 
walked to his brother’s house, a short 
distance off, his brother having re- 
tired. A physician was immediately 
called in, who declared his belief the 
wounds were not of a serious charac- 
ter,and giving him an opiate left 
him tor the night. During the night 
he became delirious, and early next 
morning it was ascertained that he

the two men with whom he had 
fought, and Reamer was arrested. but 
Gilchrist had niade his escape. A 
Coroner’s inquest was held on 
Friday, but, as far as we can learn 
with no positive results, the verdict 
being to the effect the deeeased came 
to his death by an accidental lick at 
the hands of Gilchrist.
